Gulfport Legion post in a measure 
calling for assistance of the state and 


national departments in launching an 
immedite investigation of measures pur- 
portedly taken by high ranking Navy 
officials in the case of Lt. Commander 
Jerry McDaniel case. 

The action was taken as the result 
of an address by Col. E. A. Wink of 
Gulfport. Col. Wink told the Bay 
St. Louis Legion and Auxiliary at their 
Tuesday night meeting that “action 
was indicated by every Legionnaire and 
citizen,” 

. Commander McDaniel is tentatively 
scheduled to be given a court martial 
hearing at Charleston, S. C. on charges 
arising from an allegedy “lewd” show 
staged at Key West., Fla. last Febru- 
ary as part of a fund drive for the 
benefit of a Navy charity fund drive. 
Commd¢nder McDaniel is Col. Wink’s 
son-in-law. 

Col. Wink, quoting from an article 
by columnist Drew Pierson, gave the 
following version of the Key West 
Incident. 

“Red-faced Admirals are trying to 
shush up a spicy scandal at the Key 
West Naval Base involving some lewd 
movies and a strip-tease dancer who 
wrestled with enlisted men at a Navy 
‘smoker’. 

“Aftermath of the unusual Navy en- 
tertainment has been the transfer of 
base commander Admr, Irving T. Duke 
to Charleston, S. C., the jailing of Lt. 
Comdr. Jerry McDaniel, while the 
chaplain who protested the strip-tease 
act and lewd movies, Lt. Comdr. Greer 
Imbrie, is being transferred to inactive 
duty. 

“Chaplain Imbrie had first protested 
the lewd movies to the Naval Aair Com- 
mandant, Capt. A. E. Buckley. When 
this did not stop a second show he 
wrote directly to Washin His 
reward will be retirement, July 31, 
though the Navy will not admit the two 
have any connection, Captain Buckley’s | ® 
‘reward’ was heart trouble. He was 
immediately confined to his bed with 
a heart attack and remained inacces- 
sible to certain visitors. 

“Real scandal in the end may be 
the way the Navy railroaded Com- 
mander McDaniel as the scapegoat, 
McDaniel is not an Annapolis. man, 
Other top brass are. He was held 
40 days virtually incommunicado in 
the Navy Brig without a charge being 
filed against him, which is contrary to 
the Bill of Rights. While he was 
held, Navy brass scratched their heads 

as to what charges they should file 
against him. 

“After all, it would be highly em- 
barrassing to charge him with arrang- 
ing a strip-tease show under Navy 
Auspices. So navy investigators raided 
his desk, pounced upon a bottle and 
tried to show that McDaniel was tak- 
ing dope. It was also suggested he 
was acting as if he might commit sui- 
cide.” 

“But the plot was exploded,” con- 
tinued Col. Wink, “when a Navy doctor, 
Lt. William E. Perednia, admitted that 
superior officers had come to him 
with the dope charge and the suicide 
suggestion. Perednia further testified 
that the seized dope was nothing but 
vitamin pills and that McDaniel hed no 
suicidal tendencies. 

“The trouble all began from a most 
worthy motive — raising a record 
$70,000 for Key West charities. Some- 
one suggested it might be a good idea 
to borrow some spicy films from the 
local American Legion and throw a 
‘smoker. Captain Buckley did not 
disapprove of the idea, and his sub- 
ordinates, felt they find the go-ahead 
signal. 

“There is no record that Admiral 
‘Duke, himself, was consulted though 
he was responsible for all activities at 
the base. The ‘smoker’ idea was taken

“This raised eyebrows right up to 
the Secretary of the Navy,” Col Wink 
said. “On March 6, McDaniel was 
thrown in the brig. And McDonald, 
the civilian clerk, was suspended. A 
week later, Captain Buckley was rush- 
ed to the hospital with a heart attack. 
It wasn’t long afterward that Admiral 
Duke was promoted to be commander 
of the Sixth Naval District and was 
transferred to Charleston, S. C. 

“Meanwhile, Captain Buckley was 
questioned in his sick bed by the 
Navy investigators, but, the day after- 
ward, he was pronounced ‘too sick’ to 
be investigated by McDaniel’s attorney. 
His court-martial will take place in 
July. ”

Do you sometimes wonder what oc- 
cupies the doctor's mind when he ia 
disposed to think analytically and tries 
to figure out what makes things tick? 


I mean when he is not listening to 
the complaints of patients about their 
pains and miseries sprinkled with a 
few statements about their family 
troubles, his ear is the recipient of a 
fot of foolishness. People use a 
thousand words when a few would 
suffice. How pleasant it is to tell a 
long tale of woe when we have at- 
tentive ears. It often does, pa- 
tient good to dilute his troubléa, al- 
though annoying. It is easier to listen 
than to try to shut them off. A suc- 
cessful doctor must be a good listener. 
This is one way to manifest sympathy. 
We all like‘to be felt sorry for, 

Straight line thinking in the field 
of pure science is too tedious, the 
road is long, and the ultimate find- 
ings are far in the distance. This is 
left to the man that is long on patience 
and acute on observation. It is easier 
to follow the pattern of the original 
thinker and improve on his findings, 
for we have the whole realm of past 
experiences as a background and don’t 
have to start from scratch. We like ap- 
plied science and we like to revel in 
the field of speculation. 

To show how this thing works, take 
for example our newer remedies in the 
treatment of, tuberculosis. We have 
three drugs that work in combination, 
two of these drugs being atom bombs 
in their action while the third plays 
a lesser role and is a stabilizer which 
we call a catalytic agent. It helps in 
the fight against the disease, but takes 
no part in germ destruction. $ 

‘Suppose we digress and explain this 
phenomenon. All living things build 
up within themselves what we choose 
to call resistance toward the agency 
that tries to destroy them, even though 
it be one cell or a mutlticell animal, 
or even the lowly vegetable forms of 
life that we call bacteria. All of these 
acquire some form of resistance. 

Now, we don’t have to kill all of the 
harmful germs to stop the disease, be- 
cause the life cycle of the germ, ex- 
cept spore bearers, is short. In fact, 
so short that if we stop the multiplica- 
tion of the offending germs, we bring 
the disease under control. 

Streptomycin is the giant killer that 
stops TB germs and does it rapidly. 
But it is Nature's plan for all life to 
reproduce its kind in order to perpetu-. 
ate the species and this law holds true 
in all forms of life. So the TB
